NANAIMO AND HBR COAL. 

A few days ago wo alluded to the fact that 
the demand for coal al Nauaimo was bo inucli 
greater than the supply, thut soniu ol the 
voasels now at thai jiort would bo reciuired 
to wait ujnviirda ol six weeks for their cargo. 
The lust number of the Nuuaimo Gimllc 
thus explains tbe cause of tbe inadcquutu 
means to fill tbe San Francisco orderH : 
''The laoilitiea for laitiing the conl to Ihu 
surface are not equal lo those (or sbipiiing 
it, and some ol the vessels will huvo to wait 
a considerahla time boforo they cau begin lo 
load. 'I'hera is no scarcity ol coal, aa cum- 
potent judges bare given it aa their opiuion 
that our ooal fields in these districts are 
almost ioexbaustibla. Two large wharves 
have been lately constructed (in addition to 
the old one) where ihoro is walor enough for 
tbe largest vossul lo lio alongsijo to Kunl, 
but there i.i only oao shalt lo rai.'re llio coal 
from the works, as was Ihu caso when thoi o 
was one wharf, and tbe aigbt uf a sq larc- 
rigged vessel, was'a- novelty at, Wauuimo. 
We feel certain that this is not the fault ol 
tho oHicers of the onnirinny here. We be- 
lieve tliat King ago tho directors wore advised 
and cnlreatod lo saiicliou tho sinking of 
other Elialls, for in iho ovent of any aeoiileiil 
happening to tho Douglas I'it all tho ooal 
trade of the place would be stopped, and a 
death-blow given to its prosperity." 

It IS a sad commentary on the nntorprise 
ol the colony as well as on the enterprise of 
the Ijondon directors of the Vuncouvcr Coal 
Company, to ba, with our iuo.xhauatiblo coal 
seams, unable to meet more than a tithe of 
the San Francisco demand. Nanaiao has 
no naore adequate means to-day of OKtracting 
the ooal from her mines than she bad when 
her export trade was limited to what a single 
ship could carry away ; and yot, according 
to recent advices, Ihure are iu her harbor 
two steamers ; four full-rigsod ships ; two 
barks ; one brigantino ; live sehoomir- ; 
and two sloops— making in all Bi.Mccn 
veBsela. It is true that the iooreused 
demand has been as sudden as it is large ; 
but undor any circumstances tho facilities 
for raising coal have becQ allogothor inelii- 
oient. A by uo means insigniliciinl causo uf 
the trifling character of the demand in y. 
vious years was the meagre capacity lor 
taking out the mineral. With all our drnw' 
backs in the absence ol reciprocity, we shouM 
have still had n conpidorable export timh, 
wilh Cali.rurnia had wo only slinwn the aljility 
to take advantage of it. Hut we had im busi- 
ness with coal; freo port wn.s to make u" all 
rich. Tho rest of tho Island might toem wilh 
undeveloped wealth ; but it woa to bo tabooed 
Victoria and it alone jwas the grand ceii 
tro to whioh tho outer world was K 
gravitate. Viincouver lalaud could not pruw 
enough to keep a settlor from starvation, and 
British Columbia was a " bowling wildrr 
ness ; " but Tyre, und Sidoii in Iboir tnr,s 
palmy days were iusigoi(icaiii when coin- 
pared with the grand destiny that Uy before 
Victoria and ita free port. With such 
golden future it was notjto bo expected that 
embryo Rolli:-utiil(l3 should harden thoi 
hands wi'.li agricull uro or sjil them wilh 111 
dust of coal. They pooh-poohed then as 
many of ihcm do now our agricultural ca- 
pacity—they laughed at our mineral wt alth 
and grew humorous over any allusion to h 
industry. But their laugh has scarcely ii 
away — Iheir last biinliiim llourish about 
freo port and '■ iiiaiiilusl dciliiiy"' ha.-i seaiccly 
ceased dislnrbing tho alniosjdioio — when ihoy 
nru bluiighl to face the inischinvous elliiclo 
their tomfoolery. Thoy huvo had a very plu- 
tboia of " destiny," which, however, has 
managed to "manifest'' itself in a very <lif- 
forent manner from what was e.xjiceted ol ii, 
and now lliuy aro eoinijellod to kii on 
oars and e llii' grand " mtiqid l.jt tl;u I 
cilio'' with fewer vessels in it.i iiarbur by unc- 
halt tliaii aro bosicging ihc liitlo town of .\a 
naimo, who.se o.\-poit3 are not irai)orted goodn. 
but bona^ftdc productions of the place. Ileie 
is a lesson to ilio most stolid believer in a 
precarious commerce, and the rudest blow 
that political ccmoiny can awaul presuiii|)' i ve 
folly. \\ ilh nil Ihe ruaoliniri thai liavo takvn 
place in Victoria, and witb all the deprecia- 
tion in properly, Nanaimo marches on un- 
scathed ; and why ?

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INTSRBSTINa REIiIC OF CAPTAIN 
COOK'S VISIT. 

Wo arc indebted to «Mr. W. V. Brown, 
one of the patty of prospeotors under 
Captain Torrena, who recently rotarned from 
prospecting for gold at Nootka Sound, for a 
most interesting relic of the visit of the groat 
Enj^lish navigator, Cnpt. James Cook, to the 
woslern coast of this island. On tbe pros- 
pectors leaving Guyquina Arm, io Noolkn 
Sound, in a wbale.>boat to return to 'Viotcna. 
it oppears that they oamped lor tbe night in 
Resolution Inlot {so called from the name of 
Capt. Cook's ship) ; while bora tho party 
discovered a cluster of well made bricks, 
which had evidently beeu earthed over for 
many years, but had been left bare by the 
heavy rains that had just fallen. From oiupiir-i 
ios mado of tho natives, our informant says 
ihey gathered, that many years ago, accord- 
ing to the statemontg of their forefathers, a 
number of K^iug George men bau visited the 
inlet, and remained there some time, and that 
it Was tbeao early visitors who had there left 
traces of civilization. The bricks were pro- 
bably used for building a chimney lur a 
blacksmith's forge, as we read in the narra. 
live of Oook's voyages thai the Resolution 
and Discovery went into this iolel in March, 
1778, and underwent repairs, Capt. Oook and 
his oDioera being engaged in the meantime 
in visiting every pari of the Sound, tradin:; 
with the Indians and making scientific ob- 
servations. It is} a somewhat singular fact 
that, with one exception, viz : Cihibiting 
human skulls and bones as desirable i^ii- 
vcnirs. the discription given of tho Induin.iiii 
.Vootka Sound, and their manners and cns- 
louid, corre.'pond precisely with what may 
bo witnessed at the present day. In l)i. 
Kippit' narrative ol Cooks voyages, we read 
that the inhabitants oll'ered for sale tho skins 
of various auimals, such as bears, wolves, 
foxes, racoons, pole-cals, pantlierB. and in 
particular sea-otters ; also garments mado of 
these skins, and elotbiug formed from tbe 
bark ot .% tree, besides other pieces of work- 
manahip. The things which tbe natircs 
most coveted were pieces of brass and iron 
knives, chisels, ftod every metallio substance. 
They appeared lo be docile, courteous, good- 
natured people, tulber pbeginatio, but (joiek 
in resenting what they apprehended to bo an 
injury, and easily permitting their anger to 
subside. Tbe chiel einployiuenta ol the niuii 
who were generally indolent, wore fisliing and 
killing land animals for the sustenance o,' 
tlieir families. The women were always pro- 
perly clothed and behaved with tho nlniost 
deeonim, the more comniendablo as Ihe in-ile-i 
discovered no sense oi' .shame. Their pcisunj 
are represented as being generally under the 
cwmnioii stature, bat not slender in pr-'por- 
tion, boing usually pretty full or pluinn, 
tliougli without being iiuiscular. Thoy dis- 
played great dexterity and ingenuity in ih.'- 
aigning works of wood. In none of ilio un- 
civilized nations visited were the n.-tions ol 
inherent and exclusive right to the property 
of everything which the country pioiiuei.! 
found so strong as in these people. 1 hey re- 
fjuireil remuneration for wood, water, grass 
and everything that waa taken from shore. 
ThfSi) oovetous proclivities Captain Cook 
hniii ini'l as much as pOisibleJio avoid any di-,' 
.igreenient with them, In the C(ji.ij.n'ist ol 
.Sojitenibor IStli one ol the prtjspecl i iig parly 
lavored 113 with adesoriptioii of a liccnu al an 
Indian wedding that ho wilnessud. '1 his ac- 
count corresponds very olo.'ely with (lie lol- 
lowing doscriptioo from Ivippis' w-jrk : - 
•' IJeing visiited by a number of stranger.) on 
the ^2il April, as they advanced towards llu.' 
ships they all stood up in thoir canoes and 
began to sing. Some of thoir aongs, in which 
the whole body joined, wore in a slow, an 1 
others in a quickor time ; and tboir notes 
were aooorapaniod with the most regular mo- 
tions uf thoir hands, or wilh beating in cun- 
oert with their paddles on tbo sides of thei: 
caooes, lo which were added olhor very ct- 
prossive gosturus. At tbo end . of each .song, 
they continued silent for a few moraonta, and 
ihon bo;;an again, soinotimos pronouncing tlio 
w rd lloon:.' forcibly with a chorus. " O.ie 
ol tho bricks found by Caplaiii Torrons' paity 
has been kindly added to our cabinet, whei e 
It may bo seen. It is washed smooth by the 
action of walar, and baa become nearly jie- 
trifiod.
